voluntary enrolment: Provided, It shall not 
reduce a district company in such regiment 
or battalion, below the number of forty two, 
rank and file: and when ány person shall 
enrol himself in such volunteer company, 
he shall forthwith give notice in writing to 
the commanding oflicer of the company in 
which he was enrolled: and if such company 
will thereby be reduced below the number 
of forty-two, rank and file, such person shall 
return to his proper company; and in no 
ease shall an election be held or ordered in 
any independent company, until it shall be 
made appear that there are at least forty- 
two men authorized to serve, enrolled in 
such intended company: Provided also, that 
if any volunteer company, properly organ- 
ized, shall neglect to uniform themselves as 
the law directs, for six months after. the 
organization of such company, then, and in

is to be held, at least forty days previous 
to such election; who shall give to all com- 
missioned officers of their respective com- 
mands'at least twenty days notice, of the 
lime and place of holding such election. 
For the election of a Colonel or Major com- 
manding an odd battalion, the order shall be 
given to the next common superior officer, at 
least twenty days previous to such election; 
who shall give atleast ten days notice of the 
time and place of holding such election to 
all the officers commanding companies with- 
in the regiment or battalion, (as the case 
may be) where such election is to be held; 
who shall give at-deast five days notice to 
their respective commands. For the elec- Dj 
tion of a lieutenant Colenel or Major, there 

shail be at least fifteen days notice given to 

all the officers commanding companies, with- 

in their respective battalions; who shall 

give at least five days notice of tho time and 

place of holding sach election, to their re-

senior commissioned, or if there be no com-*

Src. 15. The division inspector, shall at- 
tend all boards of officers, which may be 
organized to pess upon the contested elec-' 
tious ef major generals; and shail keep a 
record of the proceedings of such boards 
respectively. The brigade inspector shall 
attend all boards which may be organized 
to pass upon the contested elections of 
brigadier generals; and shall keep a record 
of the proceedings of such boards respec- 
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tively. And tne adjutant of the regiment 
(or odd battalion, as the case may be,) shall 
attend all boards which may be organized, 
to pass upon the contested elections of 
colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors, captains 
and subaltern officers; and shall keep a 
record of thé proceedings in each case re- 
epectively: and tbe decisions of all such 
boards of dfficers, which may at any time be 
jnstituted as foresaid, shall be final and con- 
clusive p; all the parties concerned. 

Sec. 16. When any election shall be con- 
tested as aforesaid, it shall not be lawful for 
the officer, whose duty it may be to certify 
the same, to make return thereof, until a 
"decision shall be had thereon, as aforesaid; 
after which the presiding officer of the board 

. shall certify to the officer who may have ap- 
pointed the same, whick of the contending 
parties is entitled to the office; and such 
successful party shall then be commissioned 
as in other cases: Provided, ‘That no excep- 
üon shall be allowed to be taken to the 
election of any officer, unless the same be 
done within ten days after such election 
shall have been held. 

sec. 17. The presiding officer of any 
board, which may at any time be appointed, 
to pass upon a contested election, as afore- 
said, shall have power, at the request of 
cither party, to send for and examine witnes- 
ses: and if any witness, when properly 
summoned, shall refuse or neglect to attend 
any such board as aforesaid, without a rea- 
sonable excuse, it shall be the duty of the 
presiding officer, as aforesaid, to turn such 
witness over as a delinquent, to the next reg- 
ular court of inquiry, to be held for the 
county wherein such witness shall reside;

Color bearers. SEC. 19. In addition to the staff in the

each battalion; whose duty it shall be to take 
charge of the colors of the battalion te 
: which he may belong, and bear the same 
at all regimental and battalion parades, aud 
drill musters, and on such other occasions as.

Officers, when SEC» 20. Whenever any officer of the

&uch purpose, and such company shall there- 
by become unofficered and disorganized, 
it shall lie the duty of the commandant of 
the regiment, or odd battalion, (as the case 
may be,) to attach such company to the next 
nearest company in the regiment, or bat- 
talion, to which the same may belong 
without delay; whereupon, the officer 
commanding the company, to which the 
same may be attached, shall proceed to en- 
roll the'naines of allthe militiamen within 
the bounds of such attached company, and 
shall require them to perform military duty 
in such company, in all respects, as though 
they had originally belonged to his com- 
mand. . 

Sec. 22. All volunteer cavalry, grena- 
dier, light infantry, and rifle companies, now 
raised and organized, shall have until the 
first day of April next, to uniform and 
equip themselves, respectively: Pravided, 
That no such company shall hereafter be 
dissolved for the want of equipment, as the 
law dirécts; butin such case, each member 
shall be fined twenty-five cents, for each and 
every day he shall appear on parade without 
being equipped according to law, and the 
regulation of the company fo which he may

termine the rank ef majorgenerals: and the 
rank thus determined, shall be entered on 
the several rank rells, as peinted out in this 
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act. The division, brigade, and regimental 
staff officers will serve on toursof duty with 
their respective generals or colonels, (as the 
case may he;) the non-commissioned officers 
shall serve with their respective company 
officers, as follows: the first sergeant, first 
corporal and musicians, shall serve with the 
captain: the second and third sergeant, and 
second and third corporal, with the first 
lieutenant; the fourth sergeant and fourth 
corporal shall serve with the second lieuten- 
ant: Provided, That when the adjutant shall 
be called to perform regular tours of duty 
with the colonel, he shall, previous to bis de- 
parture from the regiment, in which he shall 
belong, deliver all papers and records in his

ARTICLES OF WAR. 


An Act for establishing Rules and Articles for the governmens 
of the Armies of the United States. 


Set. 1. Be dt enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That from and after the passing of this act, the 
following shall be the rules and articles by which the ar- 
mies of the United States shall be governed: 

Art. 1. Every officer now in the army of the United 
States, shall, in six months from tlie passing of this uct, and |, 
every officer who shall hereafter be appointed, shall, before 
be enters on the duties of his office, subscribe these rules 
‘and regulations. 

Arr. 2. [tis earnestly recommended to all officers and 
soldiers diligently to attend divine service; and all officers 
who shall behaye indecently, or irreverently, at any place 
of divine worship, shall, if commissioned officers, be 
brought before a general court martial, there to be public- 
ly and severely renrimanded by the president; if non-com- 
missioned officers or soldiers, every person so offending 
shall, for his first offence, forfeit one sixth of a dollar, to be 
deducted out of his next pay; for the second offence, he 
4hall not only forfeit a like sum, but be confined twenty- 
dour hours; and for every like offence shall suffer and pay 
in like manner; which money, so forfeited, shall be applied 
by the captain or senior officer of the troop or company, to 
the use of the sick soldiers of the company or troop to 
which the effender belongs. 

Anar. 3. Any non-commissioned officer or soldier whe 
shall use any profane oath or execration, shall incur the 

nalties expressed in the foregoing article; and a commis- 
sioned officer shall forfeit and pay for each and every such 
offence, one dollar, to be applied as in the preceding arti.

armies of the United States, who shall absent himself from

Arr. 5. Any officer or soldier who shall use contemptu.

which he may be quartered, if a commissioned cfticer, shall 
be cashiered, or otherwise punished, as a court martial 
shal] direct; if a non-commissioned officer or soldier, he 
shall suffer such punishment as shall be inflicted on him by 
the sentence of a court martial. - 

Arr. 6. Any officer orsoldier who shall behave himself 
with contempt or disrespect towards his commanding offi- 
çer, shall be punished according to the nature of his offence, 
by the judgment of a court martial. 

Arr. 7. Any officer or soldier who shall begin, excite, 
cause, or join in any mutiny or sedition in any troop or com- 
pany in the service of the United States, or in any party, 
post, detachment, or guard, shall -uifer death, or such other 
punishment as by a court martial shall be inflicted.

Every non-commissioned officer or soldier, wha, 
shall enlist himself in the service of the United States, 
shall, at the tims of his so enlisting, or within six days 
afterwards, have the articles for the government of the, 
armies of the United States, read to him, and shall. by tha 
officer, who enlisted him, or by the commanding officer of 
the treop or company into which he was enlisted, be taken 
before the next justice of the peace, or chief magistrate 
ef any city or town corporate, not being an officer of thi 
army, or, where recourse cannot be had to the civil magis.

laws, and done their duty as good soldiers, who subject 
themselves to discipline. 

No sutler shall be permitted to sell any kind- 
of liquors or victuals, or to keep their houses or shops open 
fer the entertainment of soldiers, after nine at night, or be- 
fore the beating of the reveilles, or upon Sundays, daring. 
divine service or sermon, on the penalty of being dismissed: 
Írom all future sutling. 

Art. 30. All officers commanding in the field, forts, bar- 
racks, or garrisons of the United States, are hereby requir- 
ed to see that the persons permitted to sutle, shall supply 
the soldiers with good and wholesome provisions, or other 
articles, at a reasonable price, as they shall be answerable 
for their neglect. 

Art. 31. No officer commanding in any of the garri- 
sons, forts, or barracks ot the United States, shall exact ex- 
erbitant prices for houses or stalls, let but to sutlers, or con-’ 
nive at the like exactions in others; nor by his own authori- 
ty, and for his private advantage, lay any duty or imposi- 
tion upon, or be interested in, the sale of any victuals, li- 
quors, or other necessaries of life, brought into the garri- 
pon, fort, or barracks, for the use of the soldiers, on the 
penalty of being discharged from the service. 

Art. 32. Every officer commanding in quarters, garri- 
ions, or on the march, shall keep good order, and, to the 
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utmost of his power, redress all abusés or disorders, which 
may be committed by any officer or soldier under his com. 
mand; if, upon complaint made to him, of officers or sol» 
diers beating, or otherwise ill treating any person, of dis- 
turbing fairs or markets, or of committing any kind of 
riots, to the disquieting ofthe citizens of the United States, 
he, the said commander, who shall refuse or omit to see 
justice done to the olfender or offenders, and reparation 
made to the party or parties injured, as far as part of the: 
offenders’ pay shall enable him or them, shall, upon proof 
thereof, be cashiered or otherwise punished, as a generaF 
court martial shall direct. 

Art. 33. Whenany commissioned officer or soldier shall 
be accused of a capital crime, or having used violence, or 
committed any offence against the persons or property of 
any citizen of any of the Ünited States, such as is punish- 
able by the known laws of the land, the commanding offi- 
cer, and officers of every regiment, troop, or company, to 
which the person or persons, so accused, shall belong, are 
hereby required, upon application duly made by, or in be- 
half of, the party or parties injured, to use their utmost en- 
deavors to deliver over such accused person, or persons, to 
the civil magistrate, and likewise to be aiding and assisting 
to the officers of justice in apprehending and securing the 
person or persons so accused, in order to bring him or them 
to trial. If any commanding officer or officers, shall wil- 
fully neglect, or shall refuse. apon the anplication afore- 
said, to deliver over|such accused person, or persons, to 
the civil magistrates, or to be aiding and assisting to the 
officers of justice in apprehending such person or persons, 
the officer or officers so offending. shall be cashiered. 

Art. 34. If any officer shall think himself wronged by 
his colonel, or the commanding offirer of the regiment, and 
shall, upon due application beieg made to him, be refused 
redress, he may complain to the general commanding in the 
State or Territory where such regiment shall be stationed, 
in order to obtain juslices who is hereby required to ex- 
amine info the said complaint, and fake proper measures for

Any non-commissioned officer or soldier who- 
shall be convicted ata regimental court martial, ef having 
sold, or designedly, or through neglect, wasted the ammu- 
nition delivered out to him, to be employed in the service:

Arr. 38. Every non-commissioned officer or soldier who. 
shall be convicted before a court martial of having sold, 
lost, or spoiled, through neglect, his horse, arms, clothes, 
or accoutrements, shall undergo such weekly stoppages- 
(not exceeding the half of his pay) as such court martial 
shalt judge sufficient, for repairing the loss or damage; and 
shall suffer confinement, or such other corporeal punishment 
as his crime shall deserve.

en the penalty of being punished according to the nature 
ef his offence by the sentence of a court martial, 

Ant. 45. Any commissioned officer who shall be found 
drunk on his guard, party or other duty, shall be cashier. 
ed. Any non-commissioned officer or soldier so offending, 
shall suffer such corporeal purishment as shall be inflicted 
by the sentence of a court martial. i 
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ArT. 46. Any sentinel who shall be found sleeping upon 
his post, or shall leave it before he shall be regularly re- 
lieved, shall suffer death, or such other punishment as shall 
be inflicted by the sentence of a court martial. 

Art. 47. No soldier belonging to any regiment, troop, 
or company, shall hire another to do his duty for him, or 
be excused from duty, but in cases of sickness, disability, 
er leave of absence; and every such soldier found guilty 
of hiring his duty, as also the party so hired to do anoth- 
er’s duty, shall be punished at the discretion of a regimenes 
tal court martial. 

Arr. 48. And every non-commissioned officer conniving 
at such hiring of duty aforesaid, shall be reduced; and 
every commissioned officer, knowing and allowing such ill 
practices in the service, shall be punished by the judgment 
of a general court martial.

No officer or soldier shall do violence te any 
person who brings provisions or other necessaries to the 
camp, garrison, or quarters, of the forces of ihe United 
States, employed in any parts out of the said States, upon 
pain of death, or such other punishment as a court martial 
shall direct. 

Art. 52. Any officer or soldier who shal) misbehave 
himself before the enemy, run away, or shamefully abandom 
any fort, post, or guard, which he or they may be com- 
manded to defend, or speak words inducing others to de 
the like; or shall cast away his arms or ammunition, es 
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who shall quit his post or colors to plunder & pillage; every 
such offender being duly convicted thereof, shall suffer- 
death, or such other punishment ag shall be ordered by the 
sentence of a general court martial. 

Art. 53. Any person belonging to the armies of the 
United States, who shall make known the watch word to 
any person whe is not entitled to receive ‘it, according to 
the rules and discipline of war, or shall presume to give a 
parole or watch word dilferent from what he received, shall 
suffer death, or such other punishment as shall be ordered 
by the eentence of a general court martial. 

ART. 54, All officers and soldiers are to behave then 
selves orderly in quarters, and on their march; and whoso- 
ever shall commit any waste, or spoil, either in walks of 
trees, parks, warrens, fish-ponds, houses or gardens, corne « 
fields, enclosures of meadows, or shall maliciously destroy 
any property whatsoever, belonging to the inhabitants of 
the United States, unless by orderof the then commander- 
in-chief of the armies of the said States, shall (besides 
such penalties as they are liable to by law) be punished acs 
tording to the nature and degree of the offence, by the 
judgment of a regimental or general court martial. 

Art. 55. Whoscever belonging to the armies of the 
United States, employed in foreign parts, strall force a safe 
guard, shall suffer death, 

Arr. 56. Whosoever shall relieve the enemy with 
money, victuals, or ammunition, of shall knowingly barbor 
or protect an enemy, shall suffer death, or such other 
punishment as shall be ordered by the sentence of a court 
1nartial. 

Art. 57. Whosoever shall he convicted of holding 
torrespondence with, or giving intelligence to the enemy, 
either directly or indirectly, shall suffer death, or such 
other punishment as shall be ordered by the sentence of @ 
couft martial. 

_ ART. 59; All public stores taken in the enetny'scamp,towns, 
feris, or magazines, whether of artillery, ammunition, 
clothing; ferage.or provisions, shall be secured for the ser- 
vice-of the United States; for-the neglect of which, the 
commanding officer is to be answerable. 
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"*knr. 59. If any commander of aay garrison, fortress, 
‘or post, shall be compelled, by the officers and soldiers 
under bis command, to give up to the enemy, or to aban- 
don it, the commissioned officers, non-commissioned of- 
ficers, or soldiers, who shall be convicted of having so 
offended, shall suffer death, or such other punishment as 
shall be inflicted upon them by the sentence ef a court 
martial. : 

Art. 60. All.sutlers and retainers to the camp, and all 
persons whatsoever, serving with the armies of the United 
States, in the field, though not enlisted soldiers, are to be 
subject to orders, according to the rules and discipline ef 
war. 

- Ant. 61. Officers having brevets, or commissions, of a 
prior date to to those of the regiment in which they serve, 
may take place incourts martial and on detachments, when 
composed of different corps, according to the ranks given 
them in their brevets, or dates of their former commis- 
sions; but in the regiment, troop, or company, to which 
such officers belong, thev shall do duty, and take rank, 
beth in couits martial and on detachments, which shall be 
composed only of their own corps, according to the com- 
missions by which they are mustered in the said corps. 

Art. 62. If upon marches, guards, or in quarters, dif- 
ferent cerps of the army shall happen to join, or do duty 
together, the officer highest in rank of the line of the army, 
marine corps, or militia, by commission there, on duty, or 
in quarters, shall command the whole, and give orders for 
whatis needful to the service, unless otherwise specially 
directed by the President of the United States, according 
to the nature of the case. = 

Ant. 63. The functions of the engineers being gener- 
ally confined to the most elevated branch of military 
science, they are not to assume, nor are they subject to be 
ordered on any duty beyond the line of their immediate ' 
profession, exeept by the special order ef the President of 
the United States; but they are to receive every mark ef. 
respect, to which their rank in the army may entitle them 
respectively, and are liable = be transfered, at the discre-. 
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tion of the President, from one corps to another, regard 
being paid to rank. 

Art. 64. General courts martial may consist of any 
number of commissioned efficers from five to thirteen in- 
elusively; but they shall not consist of less than thirteen, 
where that number can be convened without manifest in- 
jury to the service. 

Art. 65. Any general efficer commanding an army, or 
colonel commanding a separate department, may appoint 
general ceurts martial whenever necessary. But no sen- 
tence ef a court martial shall be carried into execution, 
until after the whele proceedings shall have been laid be- 
fore the officer ordering the same, er the officer cemmand- 
ing the troops for the time being; neither shall any sen- 
tence of a general court martial, in time of peace, extend- 
ing to the loss of life, or the dismission of a commissioned 
officer, be carried into execution, until after the whole 
proceedings shall have been transmitted to the secretary of 
_war, to be laid before the President of the United States, 
for his confirmation or disapproval and orders in the case. 
All other sentences may be confirmed and executed by the 
officer ordering the court to assemble, or the commanding 
officer for the time being, as the case may be. 

Art. 66. Every officer commanding a regiment or corps, 
may appoint, for his own regiment or corps, courts martial, 
to consist of three commissioned officers, for the trial and 
punishment of offences, not capital, and decide upon their 
sentences. For the same purpose, all officers commanding 
any of the garrisons, forts, barracks, or ether places, where 
the troeps consist of different cerps, may assemble courts 
martial, to consist of three commissioned officers, and de- 
cide upon their sentences. 

Arr. 67. No garrison or regimental court martial shall 
have the power to try capital cases or commissioned officers, 
neither shall they inflict a fine exceeding one menth’s pay, 
nor imprison, nor put to hard labor, any non-commissioned 
officer or soldier, for a lenger time than one month. 

Art. 68. Whenever it may be found convenient and nre- 
cessary to the public service, the officers of the marine

shall be associated with the officers of the land forces, for 
the purpose of holding courts martial and trying offenders 
belongirig to either; and in' such cases, the orders of the 
senior officer ef either corps, who may be present and 
duly authorized, shall be received and died 
Arr. 69. The judge advocate, or some person deputed 
by him, or by the generat or officer commanding the army, 
detachment; or garrison, shall prosecute in the name of the 
United States, but shall so far consider himself as counsel 
-for the prisoner, after the said prisener shall have made his 
plea, as to object to any leading question to any of the wit- 
nesses, or any question to the prisoner, the answer to which 
might tend to criminate himself; and administer to each 
member of the ceurt, before they preceed upon any trial, 


the following eath, which shall alse be taken by all mem-- 


bers of the regimental and garrison courts martial. 

“You, A. B. do swear, that you will well and truly try 
and determine, accerding to evidence, the matter now be- 
fore yeu, between the United States of America and the 
prisener to be tried, and £hat you will duly administer jus- 
tice according to the provisions of “An act establishing 
rules and articles forthe government ef the armies of the 
United States,” without partiality, favor, cr affection; and 
if any doubt shall arise, net explained: by said articles, ac- 
cording to your conscience, the best of your understanding, 
and the custom of war in like cases; and you. do further 
"swear, that you will not divulge the sentence of the court 

until it shall be published by the proper authority ; neither 
will you disclose or discover the vote or opinion of any 
particular. member of, the court martial, unless required 
to give evidence thereof as a witness, by a court of justice, 
in a/due course of law.

Organization and Discipline of the Militia. 


and every free able bodied white male citizen of 
ize States, resident therein, who is or shall be 
en years, and under the age of forty- 
five years, js hereinafter excepted,) shall sever- 
ally and respective nrolled in the militia by the cap- 
tain or commanding officer of the company within whose 

bounds such citizen shall ru within twelve 

months after the passing of this act. i at all 

times hereafter, be the duty of every such ca 
manding officer of a company, to enrol every suc , 
as aforesaid, and also those who shall from time to time 
arrive at the age of eighteen years, or being of the age ol 
eighteen years and under the age ef forty-five years, (ex- 
cept as before excepted,) ehall come to reside within his 
bounds; and shall without delay, notify such citizen of the 
said enrolment, by a proper non-commissioned office? of 
the company, by whom such notice may be preved. That 
every citizen so enrelled and notified, shall, within six 
months thereafter, provide himself with a good musket 
er firelock, a sufficient bayonet and belt, two spare flinis, 
and a knapsack, a pouch, witha box therein to contain not 
less than twenty-four cartridges, suited to the bore of his 
musket or firelock, each cartridge to contain a proper 
quantity of powder and ball: or with a good rifle, kro». 
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sack, shot pouch, and powder horn; twenty balls suited te 
the bore of his rifle, and.a quarter of a pound of powder; 
and shall appear, so armed, accoutred, and provided, 
when called out to exercise, or into service; except, that 
when called out on company days to exercise only, he may 
appear without a knapsack. The commissioned officers 
shall, severally, be armed with a` sword or hanger, and 
espenteon: and that, from and after five years from the 
passing of this act, all muskets for arming the militia, as 
herein required, shall be of bores sufficient for balls of the 
eighteenth part of a pound. And every citizen so enroll- 
ed, and providing himself with the arma, ammunitien, and 
accoutrements required as aforesaid, shall held the same 
exempted from all suits, distresses, executions, or sales, 
for debt, or for the payment of taxes.

ferry on the post road; all inspectors of exports; all pilots;

empted from militia duty, notwithstanding their being

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Within one year after the passing of this act, the militia 
of the respective States shall be arranged into divisions, 
brigades, regiments, battalions, and. companies; as the 
legislature of cach State shall direct; and each division, 
Brigade, and regiment, shall be numbered at the formation 
thereof; and a record made of such numbers in the adju- 
tant general's office in the State; and when in the field, or 
in service in the State, each division, brigade and regiment 
shall, respectively, take rank according to their numbers, 
reckoning the first or lowest namber highest in rank. Ifthe

giment consisting of two battalions; where there shall be 
only one battalion, it shall be commanded by a majo to 
each regiment one chaplain; to each company one cap- 
tain, one lieutenant, one ensign, four sergeants, four corpo- 
ralz, one drummer and one fifer or bugler.

Out of the militia enrolled, as is herein directed, there 
shall be formed, for each battalion, at least one company 
of grenadiers, light infantry, or riflemen, and that to each 
division, there shall be at least one company of artillery, 
and one troop of horse: there shall be to each company of 
artillery, one captain, two lieutenants, four sergeants, four

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corporals, six gunners, six bombardiers, one drummer, and 
One fifer. The officers to be armed with aswerd or hang- 
cr,a fusee, bayonet and belt, with a cartridge box to con- 
tain twelve cartridges; and each private, or matress, shall 
furnish himself with all the equipments of a private in the 
infantry, until preper ordnance and field artillery is provid- 
ed. There shall be, to each troop of horse, one captain, 
two lieutenants, one cornet, four sergeants, four corporals, 
one saddler, one farrier, and one trumpeter. The com- 
riissioned officers to furnish themselves with good horses, 
of at least fourieen hands and an half high, and to be 
armed with a sword and pair of pistols, the holsters of 
which to be covered with bear skin caps. Each dragoon 
to furnish himself with a serviceable horse, at least four- 
teen and an half hands high, a good saddle, bridle, mail, 
pillion, and valise, holsters, and a breast plate and crup- 
per, a pair of boots and spurs, a pair of pistols, a sabre, 
and a cartouch box, to contain twelve cartridgds for pistols. 
That cach company of artillery and troop of horse shall be 
formed of volunteers from the brigade, at the discretion of 
the commander-in.chief. of the State, not exceeding one 
company of each to a regiment, nor more in number than 
onc-eleventh part of the infantry, and shall be uniformly 
clothed in regimentals, to be furnished at their own ex-- 
ense; the color and fashion to be determined by the bri- 
adier commanding the brigade to which they belong. 

Each battalion and regiment shall be provided with the 
State and regimental colors, by the field officers, and each 
company with a drum and fife, or bugle horn, by the com- 
missioned officers of the company, in such manner as the 
legislature of the respective States shall direct. 

It shall be tbe duty of the brigede inspector to attend 
the regimental and battalion meetings of the militia com- 
posing their several brigades, during the time of their be- 
ing under arms, to inspect their arms, ammunition, and 
accoutrements; superintend their exercise and manceu- 
yres, and introduce the sys!em of military discipline 
throughout the brigade, agreeable to law, and such ordezs

And whereas sundry corps of artillery, cavalry and 1m- 
fantry now exist in several of the said States, which, by 
the laws, customs, or usages thereof, have not been incor- 
porated with, or subject to, the general regulations of the 
militia, ' . 

Such corps shall retain their accustomed privileges, sub- 
ject, nevertheless, to all other«duties required by this act 
in like manner with the other militia, , 

There shall be an adjutant-general appointed in each 
State whose duty itshall be to distribute all orders fromthe 
commander-in-chief of the State to the several corps; te 
attend all public reviews, when the commander-in-chief of 
the State shall review the militia, orany part thereof; to 
obey all orders from him, relative to carrying into execu- 
tion and perfecting the system of military discipline estab- 
lished by this act; to furnish blank forms of different re. 
turns, that may be required, and to explain the principles 
on which they should be made; to receive from the several 
officers of the different corps throughout the State, returns 
of the militia under their command, reporting the actual 
situation of their arms, accoutrements, and ammunition, 
their delinquencies, and every other thing which relates to 
the general advancementof good order and discipline:— 
All which, the several officers.of the divisions, brigades, 
regiments, and baltalions, are hereby required to make, 
in the usual manner, so that the said adjutant general may 
be duly furnished therewith: From al which returna, 
he shall make properabstracts; and Jay the same annual- 
ly before tlie communder-in-chief of the State, and he 
shall make to him a return of all the militia of the State; 

. He shall make return ot the militia of the State to 
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whic’ he belongs vith their arms, accoutrements, and 
ammunition, to ti») resident of the United States annual- 
ly, on or before the first Monday in January: and the se- 
cretary of war shall from time to time, give such directions 
to tbe adjutant-generals of the militia, as shall, in his 
opinion, be necessary to produce an aniformity in the said 
returns, and he shall lay an abstract of the same before 
Congress, on or before thc first Monday of February an- 
nually. . 

"The system of discipline and field exercise, which is, and 
shall be ordered to be observed by the regular army of the 
United States, in the different corps of infantry, artillery, 
and riflemen, shall also be observed by the militia, in the. 
exercises and discipline of the said corps respectively, 
throughout the Uvited States. 

All commissioned officers shall take rank according to. 
the date of their commissions; and when two of the same 
grade bearau equal date, then their rank to he determined 
by lot, to be drawn by them, before the commanding offi- 
cer of the brigade, regiment, battalion, company, or de« 
tachment.

Pay of the Militia. 


The allowance of bounty, clothing, and pay, to the non- 
commissioned officers, musicians. and privates, of the in- 
fantry, artillery. and cavalry, of the Militia. of the Uuited: 

tates, when called into actual servies, shall be at the rate 
Der month, as follows: Each sergeant-major and quarter- 
master-sergeant, nine, dollars; cach drum and fife-major,., 
eight dollars and thirty-three cents; each sergeant, eight 
dollars; each corporal, drummer, fifer, and trumpeter, 
seven dollars and thirty-three cents; each farrier, saddler,, 
and artificer, (included as a private.) eight dollars; each 
gunner, bombardier, and prisate, six dollars and sixty-six’ 
cents, 

In addition to the monthly pay, there shall be allowed 
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fo each officer, non-commissioned officer, musician, and 
private of the cavalry, for the use of his horse, arms, and 
accoutrements, and for the 1i-k thereof. except of horses 
killed in action, forty cents per day; and to each non-com- 
"missioned officer, musician, and private, twenty-five cents 
per day, in lieu of rations and forage, when they shall pro- 
vide the same. 

Whenever the militia shall he called into the actual ser- 
vice oí the United States, their pay shall be deemed to 
commence from the day of their appearing at the places 
of battalion, regimental or brigade rendezvous; allowing 
to each non-commissioned officer, musician, and private 
soldier, a day's pay aud rations for every fifteen miles from 
his home to such place of rendezvous, and the same allow- 

~ance for travelling home from the place ol discharge. 


Government of the Mintia. 


The militia emploved in the service of the United Statea 
shall be subject to the same rules and articles-of war, as 
the troops of the United States. 

Every officer, non-commissioned officer or private of the 
militia, who shall fail to obey the orders of the President 
of the" United “Stites, in any of the cases recited in act 
28th February, 1795, shall forfeit à sum rot exceeding 
ene year's pay, and not less than one month’s pay, to ha 
detertfined and adjadged by a court martial, and euch offi- 
eer shall moreover, be liable to he eashiered by sentence 
of a court martial, and be ineapaciated fram haldiay a

Courts martial for the trial of militia shall be composed 
of militia officers only.

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All fines to be assessed as aforesaid, shall be certified by 
the presiding officer of the court martial before whom the 
same shall be assessed, to the marshal of the district in 
which the delinquent shall reside, or to one of his depu- 


‘ties, and also to the comptroller of the treasury, who shall 


record the said certificate in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose- ‘Fhe said marshal, or his deputy shall forthwith 
preceed to levy the said fines, with costs, by distress and 
sale of the goods and chattles of the delinquent; which 
costs, and the manner of proceeding, with respect to the 


- gale of the goods distrained, shall be agreeable to the laws 


of the State in which the same shall be, in other eases of 
distress. And where any non-commissioned officer or pri- 
vate shall be adjudged to suffer imprisonment, there being 
no goods or chattles to be found whereof to levy the said 
fines, the marshal of the district, or his deputy, may com- 
mit such delinquent to gaol, during the term for which he 
shall be so adjudged to imprisonment.or until the fine shall 
be paid, in the same manner as other persons condemned 
to fine and imprisonment at the suit of the United States 
may be committed. 

'The marsbals and their deputies shall pay all such fines 
by them levied, to the comptroller of the treasury within 
two months after (hey shall have received the same, de- 
ducting therefrom five per centum as a compensation for 
their trouble; and in case of failure, the same shall be re- 


.ceverable by action of debt or information, in any court 


of the United States, of the distiict in which such fines 
shall be levied, having cognizance thereof, to be sued for, 
prosecuted, and recovered, inthe name of the supervisor 
of the district, with interest and costs. 


Service of the Militia to suppress insurrections and repel in- 
vasions. 


No officer, non-commíssioned officer, or private of the 
militia, shall be compelled to serve more than three months

after his arrival at the place of rendezvous, in any one 
year, nor more than in due rotation with every other able 
bodied man of the same rank in the battalion to which he 
belongs. a f 

Whenever the United States shall be invaded, or be in’. 
imminent danger of invasion from any foreign nation or 
Indian tribe, it shall be lawful for the President of the 
United States to call forth such number of the militia. of 
the State or States most convenient to the place of danger, 
or scene of action, ashe may judge necessary to repel such 
invasion, and to issue liis orders for that purpose, to such. 
officer or oficers of the militiz.as he shall think proper.— 
And in case of an insurrection in any State, against the 
government thereof, it shall be lawful for the President of 
the United States, on anplication of the legislature of such 
State, or of the executive, (when the legislature cannot 
be convencd.) to call forth sach nurber of the militia of 
any other State or States, as may be applied for, as he may 
judge sufficient to suppress such insurrcelion. 

Whenever the laws of the United Slates shall Be ap- 
posed, or the exocution thereof obstructed in any State, 
by combinations too. powerful to bo suppressed by the or- 
dinary course ef judicial proceecings, or by the powers 
vested in the mar-hals hy this act, it shall be law fal for the 
President of ihe Uiiied G.ates to call forth the militia of 
such sinte; orof ary other State or States, asmay be ne- 
cessary lo sappr ss such combinations, and to cause the 
laws to be duly exeeuted; and the use of militia so to be 
called forth nay be continued U necessary, until

quisition of the President of the United States, or which: 
Bhall have been, or may be incurred in cases of calls made 
by the authority of any State or Territory, which shall. 
have heen or may be approved by him, shall. be adjusted, 
and paid in like manner asthe expenses incurred after their 
arrival at such place of rendezvous, on the requisition of 
-the President of the United States: Provided, That noth- 
ing herein Contained shall be considered as authorising any 
species of expenditure, previous to arriving at the place 
of rendezvous, which is not provided by existing Jaws to 
be paid for after their arrival at such place of rendezvous. 

If any person, whether officer or soldier, belonging to 
the militia of any State, and called oufduto the service of 
the United States, be wounded or disabled while in actual 
service, he shall be taken. care of and provided for at the 
public expense. 


OF THE ORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 


PAY, SUBSISTENCE AND FORAGE OF THE OFFICERS OF THE ARMY, 
AS REGULATED BY THE SEVERAL ACTS OF CONGRESS, RELAY 
TIVE THERETO. 


The Commanlers, 


There shall be one mayor-general, with two aids-de- 
camp, two brigadier-generals, each with one aid-de-camp;. 
and the aids-de-camp shail be taken from the subalterns of 
the line; and, in addition to their other duties, shall per- 
form the duties of assistant adjutant general. 

Fhe major-general, shall be entitled to two hnndred 
dollars monthly pay, and fifteen rations per day. His: 
aids-de-camp shall, cach be entitled to twenty-four dollars 
monthly, in addition to their pay in the line, and four ra- 
tions. The brigadier-generals, respectively, shall be ens 
titled to one hundred and four dollars monthly pay, and 
twelve rations per day, and. their aids-de-camp cach 
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twenty dollars per month in addition to their pay in the 
line 


The general commanding the army of the United States 
thall be allowed a secretary, to be taken from the line of 
the army, who shall receive twenty-four dollars per 
month in addition to his ‘pay in the line, and shall be al- 
lowed forage for two horses. 

The aids-de-camp of major-generals shall be taken from 
the captains and subalterns of the line; and the aids-de- 
camp of the brigadier-generals from the subalterns of the 
line; it shall not be lawful to take more than one aid-dex 
eamp from a regiment. z ; 


Adjutant and Inspectors General. 


There shall be one adjutant-general, and two inspectors 
general, with the rank, pay, and emoluments, of colonels 
of cavalry. 

The adjutant-general and inspectors-general, may be 
taken from the line or not, as the president may deem ex- 
pedient. : . 

The president may appoint from the captains and sub- 
alterns of the line, so many sub-inspectors as the serviüa 
may require, not exceeding one to each brigade, who shal 
receive twenty-four dollars per month in addition to their 
pay in the line. :

Pay and Subsistence, Clothing, Forage, &c. 


' "Each brigade ‘major provided by law, shall be allowed 
IMs dollars per month in addition to his pay in the 
ine. l 

The monthly pay of the officers, shall be as follows, to 
wit: each colonel seventy-five dollars; each lieutenant coz 
lone], sixty dollars; each major, fifty dollars; each sux 
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zeon, forty-five dollars; each surgeon's mate, thirty dollars; 
each adjutant, ten dollars, in addition to his pay in the 
line; each captain, feity dollars; each first lieutenant, 
thirty dollars; each second lieutenant, twenty-five dollars; 
‘each ensign, twenty dollars; each cadet, ten dollars; and 
each private five dollars. l 

The corps skall be paid in such manner that the arrears 

shall at no time excecd two months, unless the circumstan- 
ces of the case snall render it unavoidable, 
. Where any commissioned oficer shall be obliged to in- 
cur any extra expense in travelling, and setting on gener- 
al courts martial, he shall be allowed a reasonable compen- 
sation for such extra expense, actually incurred, not ex- 
ceeding one dollar and twenty-five cents per day to officers 
who are not entitled to forage, and not exceeding one 
dollar per day to such as shall be entitled io forage. 

Officers taken from the line and transferred to the staff, 
shall receive only the pay and emoluments attached to the 
rank in the staff; but their transfer shall be without pre- 
judice to their rank and promotion in the line according to 
their said rank and seriority; which promotion shall take 
place according to usage, in the same manner as if they 
had not been thus transferred. 

The commissioned oficers shall be entitled to receive 
Wor their daily subsistence, the following number of ra- 
tions of provisions: a colonel, six rations; a licütenant- 
colonel, five rations; a major, four rations; a captain, three 
rations; a lieutenant, three rations; an ensign, three ra- 
tions; a surgeon, three rations; a curgeon’s mate, two ra- 
tions; a cadet, two rations; or money in lieu thereof at the 
option of the said officersand cadets, at the posts respec- 
tively, where the -rations shall become due. And each 
non-commissioned cfficer, musician, and private, one ras - 
tion; to the commanding ofiicers of each seaprate post, 
such additional number of rations as the President of the 
United States shall, from time to time direct, having re- 
spect to the special circumstances of each post; to the 
women who may be allowed to any particular corps, not 
exeewding the portion of four fo a company, one ration 
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each; to such matrons and nurses as may be necessarily. 
employed ín the hospital, one ratiou each. 

Each ration shall consist of one pound and a quarter of 
beef, or three-quarters of a pound of pork, eighteen oun- 
ces of bread or flour, and at the rate of two quarts of salt, 
four quarts of vinegar, four pounds of soap, one pound and: 
an half of candles, four pounds of coffee, and eight pounds 
of sugar, to every hundred rations. | 

To such of the troops as are, or may be employed on 
the frontiers, and under sech special circumstances as in 
the opinion of the President may require an augmenta- 
lion of some paris of their raticns, he may direct such 
augmentation as he may judge necessary, not exceeding 
four ounces of beef, two ounces of our, and halfa pint of 
galt, to one hundred rations. 

Whenever any officer or soldier shall be discharged from, 
the szrvice, except by way of punishment for any offence, 
he shall be allowed his pay and rations, or an equivalent 
' in money, for such term of time as shall be sufficient for 
him to travel from tae place of discharge to the place of 
his residence, compuiing at the rate of twenty miles to a 
day. | 

The President may make such alterations in the compor 
nent parts of the ration, asa due regard to the health andi 
comfort of the army, and economy may require. " 

The subsistence of the officers of the army when pet 
received in kind, shall be estimated at twenty cents per 
ralion. ' "u 

Every nou-commissioned officer and private of the army, 
or oflicer, non-commissioned officer, or private of any mi« 
litia or volunteer corps, in the service ofthe United States, 
who has been, or who may be captured by the enemy, 
shall be entitied to receive, during his captivity, notwith- 
standing the expiration of his term of service, the same 
pay, suboistence, and allowance, to which he may be enti- 
fled whist inthe actucl service of the Umted States: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be constru- 
ed to entitle any prisoner of war, of the militia, to the pa 
and compensation bereni provided, after the date of his 
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parole, other than the travelling expenses allowed ‘by law. 

To the aid-de-camp of a brigadier, toa brigade quarter. 
master, brigade inspector and adjutant, there shall be al. 
lowed forage for one horse only, or in lieu thereof, ten dol- 
lars per month; and to the brigade majors under the act 
passed January 11th, 1812, there shall be allowed forage 
for one horse, or in lieu thereof, ten dollars per month; 
and the pay of a quarter-master sergeant shall be nine' 
dollars per month. ' 

All officers in the military service of the United States, 
who are by law entitled to forage, shall receive in lieu 
thereof, when not drawn in kind, an equivalent in money, 
at the rate of eight dollars per month for each horse, to 
which they may be entitled: Provided, Tbat no allow- 
ance shall be made to any officer, for more horses than 
he shall actually employ in the public service. 

Assistant quarter-masters shall be entitled to the allow- 
ance of forage heretofore authorized by law, to regimen- 
tal and battalion quarter-masters. 

Every officet in the army of the United States, whose 
duty requires him to be on horseback in time of action, 
and whose horse shall be killed in battle, shall be allowed: 
asum not exceeding two hundred dollars, as a compensa- 

for each horse so killed. 

person shall receive payment for any horse so killed, 
u% he make satisfactory proof to the secretary of war, 
that the horse for which he claims compensation, was ac- 
tually killed under such circumstances as to entitle him ta 
this provision, and in all cases which may take place here- 
after, within one year after such horse shall have been 
killed. 

. The proof of the value of such borse shall be, by the 
affidavit of the quarter-master of the corps to which the 
owner may belong, or of two other creditable witnesses. 

Officers who shall not take waiters from the line of the 
army, shall receive the pay, clothing, and subsistence al- 
lowed to a private soldier, for as many waiters as they may 
actually keep, not exceeding the number allowed by ex 
isting regulations. ` : 
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The officers of the army shall be entitled to waiters 
agreeable to grade, as follows: a major general four waite 
ers; a brigadier general, three; a colonel, two; the phy- 
sician and surgeon general, two; a lieutenant colonel, 
major, and hospital surgeon, each one; the officers of each 


company, three; every commissioned officer who holds a 
staffappointment which gives the rank of captain, or any 


higher grade, one; and to every company officer who. 


commands a separate post or detachment, one; any law 
or regulation heretofore existing to the centrary notwith- 
standing. 

None except company officers shall be allowed to take 
as servants or waiters, soldiers of the army, and that all 
officers be allowed, for each private servant actually kept 
in service, not exceeding the number authorized by exist- 


ing regulations, the pay, rations, and clothing of a private - 


soldier, or money in lieu thereof, on a certificate setting 
forth the name and description of the servant or servants, 
in the pay account. d
